Cincinnati are boro, lire ond die upon 
ita water* It* people ar* the bright¬ 
est in Chma, and they arc the liaet 
trader* *nd the beet worker* among 
the celestial* They will command 
higher wage* than the Chinese from 
any other ritias, and yon And Canton 
men engaged In bneinem all orar 
China. I met them in Hankow, I 
found them on tha bnaiaet etrreta of 
Chinklang and Nanking, and her* in 
Peking they own aom# of the beet 
property, and ar* engaged in all aorta 
of undertaking*. A grant part of our 
imports come from Canton, and the 
credit of the big Cantonese merchant* 
la aa good aa that of the most solid 
Americana in tbe banks of London. It 
ia a city of millionaire* end paupers, 
and it oontaio* the rioUsst and the 
poorest of the Chinese. When I vis¬ 
ited it, not long ago, 1 waa entertained 
by the Jay Gould of China, a man 
named How Qoa, who is said to be 
worth hia tens of millionA end in 
riding np to Centyo on the etaamer 1 
saw a hungry eyed boatman greedily

Th* black plague, on account of the 
poor diet of the people and their pov¬ 
erty, will Inst longer io Canton than it 
would in an American city. There are 
practically no facilities for taking core 
of tbo sick, and Chineae medicioo to 
worse than no medicine. Tbe mis¬ 
sionary hospital will do much. It is 
one of the best boipitala in tbe Ea«t. 
and it does a great deal of good. Tbe 
chief Chineae charitable institution* of 
Canton are e blind asylum, from whioh 
blind beggar* go out day after day 
over theoity ; a foundling asylum, sup¬ 
ported oat of the salt tax, and a lepqe 
asylum. Thu laat is in a banyan grovn 
two miles from tbe gate of the city. 
It contains about tit# hundred inmates, 
f d more horrible creators* do not 
exist on th* face of th* earth. Thar* 
are more leper* in Canton than o*o be 
aooommodated in the aa} lam. aad 
thare are leper boata Iliad with these 
people, who scull or row their boata 
among the other craft on tha river 
bagging.
